The Republicans, marshalled their 
forces, instructed committeemen and 
interested women workers after the 
four candidates for state and national 
offices stopped in G ettysburg for a 
rally about ten days ago. Before that 
lime, little was heard from Republi­ 
can party workers, although the can­ 
didates for the state legislature and 
congress were frequently seen at pic­ 
nics and fairs in the district, meeting 
the voters. 
Predict I.ight Vote 
None of the Democratic candidates 
tor state and national offices to be 
filled next Tuesday visited 
Adams 
county during the present campaign, 
but officials of that party have not 
been laggard or negligent. 
Working" 
quietly and without the fanfare a t­ 
tendant upon the visit of the Republi­ 
can state candidates, the Democratic 
organization in the county has been 
coordinating* its forces for the windup 
of the campaign and the business of 
getting voters to the polls on election 
day.

Philadelphia, Oct. 29.—Pennsylvania 
will see the best hunting season in a 
quarter of a century during the com­ 
ing months, it was predicted by sports­ 
men who met here recently at a con­ 
vention of the Pennsylvania division 
of the Izaak W alton League. 
Quail are extrem ely plentiful the

ringneck pheasants and other game 
may be hunted in every county in the j 
state. 
The H ungarian partridge and 
the wild turkey, however, are pro­ 
tected this year, a measure intended 
to allow the natural increase in the 
stock. 
"Kill every fox and wildcat you run 
across,” the league has instructed its j 
members.

Some sportsmen proposed 
closing the state entirely to grouse 
hunting for one or two years, but it 
is hoped that this can be avoided.

Harrisburg.—Forty soft drink bot­ 
tling plants were closed in Pennsyl­ 
vania during the past year Dr. James 
W. Kellogg, head of bureau of foods 
and chemistry, announced today. The 
establishments were unable to meet 
the requirements of the beverage law', 
enacted in 1925, he said. 
Bureau records show that more than 
800 plants now 
are 
operating and 
registered 
for 
1926 and 
that the 
registrations cover 10,639 brands and 
kinds of beverages. 
Since January I,

“The sanitary conditions have im­ 
proved to such an extent that the 
beverages now 
being 
produced 
in 
Pennsylvania do not come in contact 
with the hands of the operators be­ 
cause automatic 
filling and capping 
machines are used” Dr. Kellogg said. 
“The bureau has refused to issue li­ 
censes to any bottlers who attempted 
to operate in buildings where proper 
lavatories, sewerage connections, ade­ 
quate lighting or ventilating was not 
conductive to the protection of the 
public health.”
